Claims 18, 20, and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The recitation of claims 1,19, and claim 21 at the end of the respective claims 
render the claims indefinite. The further limiting should be recite earlier in the claims. 

The claims must be numbered in a conventional manner. The numbering 
employing "[d] - [c22]" is improper.

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Crichlow. 

Crichlow shows the system for providing real time information on the internet of 
the amount of a utility commodity used at a meter and its cost comprising an internet 
site 48, automatic meter reader 32, communicating means 50, and optional means in 
the form X-10 technology, wireless, or telephone lines, paragraph 0094, and related 
figures.
